LEGAL  REFERENCES 


The  Office  of  the  Federal-State  Coordinator  was  established 
as  a  function  of  the  Governor's  Office. 
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PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


This  office  exists  to  coordinate  Federal,  Stf.te  and  local 
functions;  to  identify  and  develop  funding  resources;  to 
disseminate  Federal  policy  and  grant  information;  and  to 
advocate  Montana's  viewpoint  to  the  Federal  establishment. 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


I.     ADVOCATE  MONTANA'S  VIEWPOINT  TO  THE  FEDERAL  ESTABLISHMENT: 

Montana's  Federal-State  Coordinator,  Mr.  George  D.  McCarthy, 
is  based  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  has  spent  at  least  75% 
of  his  time  in  the  nation's  capitol.  This  is. viewed  as  a 
major  factor  in  the  successful  representation  of  the  State 
in  the  competition  for  federal  funds.  Mr.  McCarthy  provides 
direct  liaison  between  the  Montana  Congressional  Delegation 
and  the  Executive  branch  of  the  State  government.  He  protects 
the  State's  interests  and  influences  decisions  regarding 
pending  legislation  and  federal  funding  of  programs  which 
affect  Montana. 

II.     ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DRUG  COORDINATOR: 

Under  Title  IV  of  the  Intergovernmental  Personnel  Act  of 
1970,  Dr.  Joseph  Rothstein  has  been  assigned,  from  the  federal 
government,  to  the  Governor's  Office  and  will  coordinate  all 
drug  programs  in  Montana. 

III.     DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE  APPROVAL  OF  THE  OLD  WEST  REGIONAL 
COMMISSION: 

After  three  years  of  continual  bi-partisan  support  from 
the  Governors  and  Congressional  Delegations  of  the  five 
states  concerned,  approval  of  this  five-state  regional 
economic  development  commission  was  accomplished. 

IV.     THE  GLASGOW  COMPLEX: 

A.  Mountain  Plains  Education  and  Economic  Development 
Project:  Montana's  Federal-State  Coordinator  continually 
works  on  this  project.  He  maintains  a  liaison  between 
state  and  federal  government  in  order  to  insure  success 
of  the  proj  ec t . 

B.  Safeguard  Depot:   The  Safeguard  Supply  Depot  was  establ- 
ished at  Glasgow.  The  depot  is  for  ABM  support  supply 
for  the  ABM  site  located  in  North  Dakota. 

C.  B-52  Dispersment  Plan:   There  will  be  approximately 
twenty-one  B-52  bombers  stationed  at  Glasgow  by  the  end 
of  this  year.  The  result  will  be  additional  revenue 

for  the  State  of  Montana  derived  from  the  State's  Aviation 
Gasoline  Tax.

D   Army  Material  Command:  The  Army  Material  Command  renewed 
its  operational  contract  with  AVCO  Corporation. 

The  Federal-State  Coordinator's  continual  efforts  in  the. 
above  projects  has  helped  in  developing  the  abandoned 
Glasgow  Air  Force  Base  into  an  economic  asset  for  the  Glasgow 
area  and  the  State  of  Montana 

V.    ABM  COMMUNITY  IMPACT  FUNDS: 

Procedures,  processes,  and  communication  linkages  continued 
at  community-state-federal  levels  for  the  handling  of 
requests  for  federal  funds  to  aid  North-Central  Montana 
communities  affected  by  construction  of  the  Safeguard  ABM. 
Following  disclosure  that  construction  of  the  ABM  site 
would  not  be  completed,  efforts  have  been  successful  in 
providing  ABM  impact  funds  for  communities  affected  by  the 
impact,  regardless  of  whether  the  construction  was  completed 
or  no  t . 

VI.  LIAISON  SERVICES:  FUNDING  OF  MONTANA  PROJECTS: 

The  Federal-State  Coordinator's  Office  continues  to  nego- 
tiate the  funding  of  applications  submitted  to  the  federal 
executive  by  various  and  numerous  jurisdictions  and  other 
entities   within  the  State.  These  include  state  agency,  city 
and  county  applications,  applications  from  private  sector 
programs  such  as  the  Butte  Port  Authority  and  others. 

VII.  INFORMATION  AND  REFERRAL: 

Information  has  been  provided,  and  appropriate  referrals 
made  to  all  officials,  agencies,  organizations,  individuals, 
etc.  requesting  information  regarding  federal  grant-in-aid 
p  rograms . 

VIII.  DEVELOPMENT    OF    STATE    PROGRAMS: 

The  Federal-State  Coordinator's  Office,  through  staff  rep- 
resentation on  various  state-wide  councils,  committees,  etc, 
has  provided  a  positive  influence  in  the  development  of 
State  programs . 

Staff  are  represented  on  the  Governor's  Manpower  Planning 
Advisory  Council,  the  Montana  Rural  Areas  Development 
Committee's  subcommittee  on  Community  Development;  staff 
has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  State  RAD  Community  Develop- 
ment Committee.
